manners throughout the ſettlement; we agree en- 
tirely with your lordſhip, that the train our af- 
fairs were then in, would in a very few months 
have brought us to a moſt dangerous ſituation. 
Our letter to the ſelect committee expreſſes 
our ſentiments of what has been obtained by way 
of donations, and to that we muſt add, that we 
think the vaſt fortunes acquired in the inland trade, 
have been obtained by a ſcene of the moſt tyrannie 
and oppreſſive conduct that ever was known in 
any age or country; we have been uninformed 
in our ſentiments and orders on this ſubject from 
the firſt knowledge we had of it; and your lard- 
ſhip will not therefore wonder, that after the fatal

andduannee, the zemindars, and other inhabitants of. 
| the country, and their determinations ſubſequently 
pointed out. It is neceſſary that I ſhould remark, 
that the ceremony of the pooneah has been eſla- 
bliſhed for a long ſeries of time. If their direc- 
tions, with regard to the preſident, the chief here, 
(who is ſecond of their board) and the gentlemen 
of the council of Calcutta and Murſhadabad, and 
carried into execution, the khelauts, which are 
meant to augment their name and dignity, will 
only tend to render them inconſidetable . 
As to the zemindars and talookdars, the khe- 
lauts may be ſaid to be a renewal of their ſunnuds, 
and a confirmation of their appointments ; and to 
the officers of the nizamut they are an honorary 
diſtinction; it has, therefore, for a long ſucceſſion 
of years been cuſtomary for the nazim, on the part 
of the king, to inveſt with khelauts the dewan, the 
agents of thedewan, and his own officers, and only 
ſuch were accepted as were diſmiſſed and recalled, 
and this ceremony has been long preſerved. Laſt 
year it was reduced as low as roffible, and T exert-" 
<dmyendeavours, that no part 7* thĩs expence might 
be left unretrenched. Although the further ſaving 
by the regulation which is now laid down, is not 
an object of advantage or profit, yet if any re- 
duction is made in the khelauts, it will be divul-

munities. Another argument drawn from the 
conduct naturally to be expected from the ze- © 
mindars and talookdars, weighed ſtrongly with 
us, and proves an objection to dong the fitſt 
mode. From a long continuance of the lands in 
their families, it is to be concluded, they have 
riyeted an authority in the diſtrict, acquired an 
aſcendancy over the minds of the ryotts, and in- 
| Sona their affections. From cauſes like theſe, 
if entire depreviation were to take place, there 
could not be expected leſs material effects than all 
the evils of a divided authority, prejudice to the 
revenue, and deſertion and deſolation to the lande; 
whereas, from continuing the lands under the 
management of thoſe who have a natural and per- 
petual inteteſt in their proſperity, provided their 
value is not of too great an amount, ſolid advan- 
tages may be expected to acerue.

The committee having laid before the houſe 
this ſuecinct view of the ancient ſtate of judica- 
ture in Bengal, now proceed to ſtate the reſult of 
their enquity, with reſpect to the alterations it has 
undergone fince the decline of the Mogul govern- 
ment, and the introduction of the company's in- 
fluence m'Bengal. 1. che 
Mr. Syke's (who from the time of his reſidence 
and different ſituations in Bengal, had the beſt op- 
portunitięs of information on this ſubjcct) in- 
rmed the committee, that, in his opinion, du- 
ring che firſt period of Meer Jafher's government, 
although he had been raiſed to the nabobſhip by 
the power and influence of the Engliſh, the ad- 
miniſtration of juſtice continued in its former 
courſe, without any interruption or alteration from 
that power which had made the revolution ; that, 
ing the government of Coſſim Ally Cawn, the

_ He is to lay before you, from time to time; the 
progreſs made in the ſeveral works carried on un- 
der his direction; which is to be tranſmitted to 
us as often as conveyances offer; and at the ſatne 
time, you are to give us your opinion thereupon. 
That the ſeveral officers now proceeding to 
Bengal, may be fully informed upon what terms 
they are entertained, and thereby to take away all

That as they are entirely ſubject to the autho- 
rity of the company's civil repreſentatives, ſo the 
governox and council, upon the miſbehaviour of 
any officer, may, whenever they think fit, take 
away ſuch officers commiſſion without bringing 
him before a court martial, according to the ge- 
neral practice of the ſervice. _ | 4 
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If it ſhall happen that the rècruits going out 
this ſeaſon will more than complete the ſeveral 
corps, according to the preſent eſtabliſhment, 
you ate, in ſuch caſe, to cauſe them to be equally 
divided among the ſaid corps. | 
- Having thus in general ſettled the outlines of 
the military eſtabliſhment of Bengal, you are 
ſtrictly to conform thereto. We are ſenſible there 
are many regulations neceſſary for effectually car- 
rying the ſame into execution; we therefore re- 
commend it to you, to ſettle as ſoon after the re- 
ceipt of this as poſſible ; and in order to aſſiſt you 
therein, we now fend you the printed military 
code or plan given out at Madraſs in one thouſand 
ſeven hund wh and ſixty-five, for the troops on the 
coaſt of Coromandel, which, allowing for the 
difference of the ſervice at the two preſidencies, 
may be adapted to the fituation and particular 
circumſtances of the troops employed in Bengal, 
varying the rules, orders, and 8 ac- 
cordingly. Such a code can only be drawn out 
upon the ſpot; we direct, therefore, that you 
form one as ſoon as you can, and tranſmit it to us 
for our information and further directions; and 
here we are to obſerve, that it is not by multi- 
plying orders and regulations that a military ſyſ- 
tem can improve, but by a ſtrict attention that 
the orders given, are obſerved and obeyed. . 
Lou are not only to tranſmit us a copy of ſuch 
'a code annually, but you are likewiſe to tranſmit 
copies to other prefidencies, who are to do the 
fame with reſpect to you. This mutual commu- 
pication, will, if duly attended to, be MEER 
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of a ſimilarity of ſyſtems throughout our whole 
In conſequence of the conſiderable jricreafe af 
| Evropean infantry, we recommend a propor- 
'tionable decreaſe of the ſeapoys ; and we think 
that reduction ſhould not be leſs than three thou- 
ſand from the brigade ſeapoys, We do not-pofi- 
_ tively order it, but depend on your. diſcretion to 
do it when time and--circumfiance_ will admit; 
neither ſhall we preſcribe how it ſhall be carried 
into execution, leaving it to you either to reduce 
the provincial ſeapoys, and incorporate the threc 
thouſand to be reduced from the. army ſeapoys 
into the provincial corps; nevertheleſs, keeping 
up the diſtinction due to the brigade ſeapoys, by 
putting them on more ſoldier-like ſervice than 
that of collecting the revenues,— When this re- 
_duction ſhall be made, we till think a ſtanding 
force of three regimepts,. and the artillery bat- 
talion, and fiſteen thouſand ſeapoys, is far ſupe- 
pior to any country force that can be brought a- 
gainſt the provinces, and the. leſſening the pro- 
portion between the Europeans and ſeapoys is ad- 
dag to our ſafet yr. 4 
With reſpect to the ſaid corps of ſeapoys, we 
cannot here form a perfect judgment of the num- 
er requiſite, as that muſt depend on the circum- 
ſtances and ſituation of affairs, as before obſerved; 
and the forming them muſt be leſt to your diſcre- 
tion, obſerving that this eſtabliſhment, muſt in all 
its parts, be calculated to inforce order, diſcipline, 
apd ſubordipation, for on this we muſt depend, 
and by this we are to hope to maintain our ſuperi- 
ority, and give ſecurity to our ſyſtem of govern- 
„ ment. 
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ment, Theſe good purpoſes will be beſt anſwer; 
ed by yout paying them regularly, ufing"them 
with humanity, and giving the battalions _— 
European commiſſion and non- commiſſioned of- 
ficers as the fervice can afford; and lord Clive 
informed us, that as the ſeapvys are ſeparated and 
divided into three brigades, the danger of their 
holding cabals of any alarming nature is in a great 
meaſure avoided ; to which his lordſhip adds, that 
the beſt additional ſecyrity he can think of, is to 
have each battalion compoſed of an equal number 
of Gentoos and Muſſelmen, and to encourage a 
rivalſhip of diſcipline berween them ; all which 
we recommend to your attention. | 
The reaſons aſſigned for entertaining eight in- 
depen dent battalions of ſeapoys for the collection 
of the revenues, to wit: that this meaſure will 
tend to the encreaſe of the revenue by the reduc- 
tion of the provincial troops and expences, is out 
only motive for approving it; but we expect to 
ſee that effect evidently appear in your future ac- 
counts in the reduction of the mongeees cok 
lections. e 3 
It is very extraordinary that we cannot, in your 
conſultations, or the ſelect cammittee's proceed- 
ings, trace the progreſs of the vaſt encreaſe in the 
ſeapoy battalions ; the order for raifing new batta- 
lions never appeared in your deliberations; fo that, 
although we find by your return teceived per Mer- 
cury z we had no leſs than thirty battalions in our 
ſervice, including the eight mentioned in the pro- 
ceeding paragraph, yet ſo important a meaſure ne- 
ver appears to have been the ſubject of a regular 
deliberation, We cannot account for this neglect, 
but by ſuppoſing, that the military regulations have

flown; from. the government e in virtue of 
his being commander 1 in chief; but this, by no 
means juſtifiad you, in our opinion; the increaſe 
or dxcreaſe of the army ought never to take place 
without mature d2liberation, and tea ſons regularly 
ſigned, on the face of your proceedings. 

We are ſurpriſed at the account CR Smith

As ſo enormous a difference 
is by no means reconcilable with the little diſpro-

That the double poſt held by the Bengal officers, 
ſeemed likewiſe to have created great jealouſies: 
- that thoſe two ought to be diſcuſſed; for they 
could not ſuffer ſuch trifling conſiderations to come 
in competition with the ſuccours that muſt be mu- 
tually afforded by the ſeveral ' prefidencies for the

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And the commictee will not proceed to lay before 
_ . the houſe what has occurred to them material, 
upon the ſubject of extraordinary contingent

And they find, by the general letter ta Fort St. 
George of the firſt of June, one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and fixty-four, that the court of directors 
ordered, that with reſpect to brigadier general 
Caillaud, - inftea4 of colonel's and captain's pay, 
amounting to twenty-five ſhillings a day, the al- 
lowances made him by their letter of the thieueth 
of the preceding December ſhould include the faid 
twenty-five ſhillings a day, and ſhould be in full 
conſiderations for all his ſervices Whatſoever. 

And the committee find, by the general letter 
to Fort St. George of the twenty-ſecond of March, 
one thouſand ſeven hundred and fixty-five, that the 
court of directors informed that prefidency, that 
they had taken into conſideration: the regulation of 
allowances to a commander in chief, when in the 
field; and that they directed that whenever it 
ſhould be neceſſary for general Lawrence to take, 
the field, he ſhall be allowed, in addition to his 
then appointments of one thouſand five hundred 
pounds a year, the ſum of two pagodas a day, and 
that, on the day of marching (but at no other time) 
the commiſlary ſhould ſupply him, on the compa- 
ny's account, with twenty-hve or thirty, coolies, to 
aſſiſt in carrying his baggage, which the preſidency 
were to give the neceſſary orders for accordingly ; 
and that, in, like manner, when general Caillaud 
ſhould, take the field, inſtead of general Lawrence, 
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he ſhould have, over and above his appointments 
of one thouſand pounds a year, the before-mcn. 
tioned allowances of ten pagodas à day, and the 
ſupply of coolies; and that the ſaid allowances ei- 
| ther to general Lawrence or general Caillaud, as 
commander in chief, who in the field, were to be 
in full confideration for his table, and "all expences 
whatever, on tuch ſervice, and during ſuch ſervice 
_ only, and were not to be exceeded on any pretence 
wWhatſoevet: that, on the contrary, if thole allow- 
- ances could be reduced, conſiſtently with the good 
of the ſervice, the directors declare, it will be 
Pen to their ſatis faction, conſidering the very 
avy military expences the company labours un- 
der, and they accordingly recommend moſt ear- 
neſtly this meaſure to che enten and care of 
the preſiden ty. 

And the directors bb Na that he faid 
allowances were not to be made a precedent, or to 
be extended to any other officer or officers whatſoe- 
ver, who ſhould take the command in the field,

chief, when in the field; that this did not proceed 
from any alteration in the advantageous opinion 
they had always, and did then, with juſtice enter- 
tain of his merits and oeconomy ; but they hoped, 


that after having ſettled ſuch an allowance for ſuch, 


a man, no ſucceeding officer (if he had been con- 
tent) could have afpired to more, and few to ſo 


much, that it would have given them great ſatis- 


faction if the general had penetrated into their 
views, and ſer that good example.

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And the committee find, by a, ſeperate letter 
from Fort St! George of March the twenty-ſeventh, 


one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſixty-five, that 
the preſidency repre ſent their apprehenſions that 


the military eſtabliſhment will fall, ſnort, as the 


nabob had particularly deſired that no reduction 


migbt be made in the ſeapoys, who were then 


about 10, ooo; to which requeſt the prefidency 
could not refuſe the ir conſent, as the whole, both 
officers and men, were carried on his account. 


And the committee find, by the company's ge- 
neral letter to Fort St. George, of February the 
nineteenth, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſixty- 
fix, that the direQor's reſolved to comply with the 
nabob's deſire, and added, that they expected to 


receive the following benefits, viz. That the com- 


pany would be diſburthened of maintaining a body 


of four thouſand ſeapoys, according to their former 
regulation of the 3oth of December 1763, as they 


conceive that theſe are comprehended in the above- 
mentioned number of 10,000 ; and that, if this 
corps 1s properly frained” and attached to them, 
they may at all times depend on them, and be the 
more powerful on the coaſt, in caſe of war with 
France; and that they ſhall likewiſe keep the na- 
bob firmer to their inteteſt, by their having under 
their controul almoſt the whole military force, by 
which the province is to be protected; but that, on 
the other hand, it is to be apprehended, that theſe 
rroops, being natives of India, when: oppoſed to 
the country powers, may incline to deſert the cauſe 
of the company, ſhould any diſpute ariſe between 


them and the nabob ; an event at preſent not pro- 


bable, but, however, not wholly chimerical, cs 
fp | | their 
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tpeir tompetitors are ſo nearly intereſted in weh a 
diviſion, and fo capable of art to effect it: that a 
defection in a corps ſo armed and diſciplined, might 
be productive of moſt miſchievous conſequences, as 
their ſuperiority over ſeapoys in the country ſervice, 
conſiſt only in their diſcipline; that however thoſe 
 apprehenfions yield to their hopes and expectations, 
that ſuch general regulations may be eſtabliſhed: © 
and ſuch 'expedients be adopted, as may obviate 
their dangers; and they add, that the wllowing 
articles ſem to them eſſential. 

That the whole corps be formed into ten batta- 
lions; each battalion to be commanded by one 
captain, one lieutenant, and one enſign: 

Thar each battalion conſiſt of ten a5 pan of 
one hundred men each, officers included, 
commanded by one European ſerjeant, and —

That the captains, lieutenants, and ie, do

That the utmoſt care be taken, as well at the 
time of enliſting, as at all times afterwards, to in- 
culcate the opinion, that they are wholly and ſolely 
dependent on the company, ſubject to their orders 
and controul, and to no other power whatſoever ; 
and, as much. as poſſible, it ſhould be concealed, 

, that 
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chat the nabob is under any agreement'h rorcimburſe 
the company for their pay. 

That they be Nane in an e N 
diy diſtinguiſhed from ſoch ſrapoys as the nabob 
may himſelf entertain for the youre: e perſon, | 
or any other purpoſes. 

That a pay- maſter of ſeapoys be ee from 
the covenanted ſervants of the company at the pre- 
fidency; that he have an office for tranſacting the 
buſineſs of this department; and that ſuch of the 
ſeapoys, as ſhall be from time to time at the preſi- 
dency, ſhall be regularly and monthly paid at the 
ie office, not by iſſuing the pay of each com- 
ny to the ſubadar, but that each man be paid 
by the pay-maſter himfelf ; and that ſuch ſeapo . 
as are in the out- garriſons be:in hike manner pai 
every man ſeparately, by the ' pay-maſter of the 
rriſop, who, (as has been the cuſtom for 
| for ome time) muſt continue to be appointed from 
among the covenanted ſervants of the company. 

That the Britiſh colours (ſoch as are carried by 
our European battalions) be alſo borne at the head 
of the ſeapoy battajion, without any diſtinction;

In conſequence of a repreſentation made by 
the prefidency, with the concurrence of general 
Lawrence, that five officers were inſufficient for 
each artillery company (there being ſeven to each 
company in the King's forces) they did permit 
an addition of two more officers to each company 
of artillery, viz. one captain-Heurenapt, and one 


heutenant- fireworker; and as it was ſtated that

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the lieutenant - fireworker's pay was really inſuffi- 
cient for his maintaintance, they agreed to make

Uſoph Cown (whoſe defe&tion coſt the company 
ſo much blood and treaſure) had with him one 
thouſand ſeapoys regularly deſciplined, and offi- 
cered with European ſerjeants and corporals, be- 
ſides a coffer company.

The company thought no ſuch confidence as 
that of renting counties ſhould ever in future be 
placed in any of the ſubalterns or ſeapoy officers; 
though the Nabob agreed to defray that expence, 
yet this became void, upon an occaſional appli- 
cation to him for money, he would frequently 
plead want of caſh, from the neceſſity of the 
times, and that large expences would conſequent- 
ly be paid by the company, and carried to his ac- 
count, thereby adding greatly to that very large 
ſum he was already indebted to them; and they 
alledged, that a more regular receipt would accrue, 
if the Nabob would make inſtallments, on renters 
of particular countries. ant 

The prefidency of Fort George acquainted the 
board with a converſation. he had held with the 
Nabob, relative to the diſturbances formed by 
the Polygars, and the complaints he received of 
the incurſions of the plunders into the 'Onygobe 
and Tanjour country: that he was convinced the 
troops in his ſervice were unable to ſuppreſs them; 
that he therefore required another battalion of his 
ſeapoys might be taken into the company's ſervice, 
put under their officers, and regulated and deſ- 
ciplined like the reſt of their troops; and that he 
would make good their expence: that he 11

ſired that the entire defence and protection of the 
country may be left to the company's troops, and 
that the utmoſt endeavours may be uſed to diſ-

' Five the ſtricteſt orders, that the company's officers 
ſhould ſupport his managers with troops, without

| theretb, he would diſmiſs all the troops he kept 
in the ſaid countries, and thereby ſave part of 
1 the expence he ſuſtained; and he hoped in a few 
years the country people, being convinced of the 
company's reſolution to maintain peace, and pu- 
niſh diſturbers, they would forbear their uſual 

practice of e the ſircar government. 
The board expreſſed thereupon their ſatisfac- 
tion. Upon finding that the Nabob at length be- 
gan to wean himſelf of his jealouſy, and to diſco- 
ver, from experience, what they had often told 
him, viz. that his keeping up a large body of 
troops was almoſt an uſeleſs expence; and that 
half the number, or even one third in the com- 
pany's pay, would be a more effectual ſecurity and 
ſupport: that at times he had ſeemed to be con- 
vinend of this, but as often relapſed into the ap- 
prehenſions of leſſoning his own importance and 

dignity, as he leſlened his forces. 

Hle had declared he was fully determined to 
diſcharge all his ſeapoys, and keep only a ſe- 
lect body of horſe, and had even preſſed the preſi- 
dency to raiſe an additional number of battalions, 

to protect the country, out of the ſeapoys he diſ- 
charged. Letters had been written to the ſeveral

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opinions, how many troops would ſuffice for thei 
reſpective commands, and they had thereupon 


kept up by the company, and eighteen by the 
Nabob, to be ſufficient for the entire protection 


time this reſolution was taken, the Nabob had

cipline, and avoiding every cauſe of complaint 
When the directors permitted an encreaſe of the 
ſeapoys eſtabliſkment, it was done with a view to 
reduce the numbers of the nabob's undiſciplined 
rabble ; but thoſe had been exerciſing to ſuch a 
degree, as would almoſt incline them to think, he 
meant in future to rely on them for the defence of 
the Carnatic, and the time might come, when ſuch 
another effort would be required, as in the Jon 
war ſuſtained by the company in defence of the 
Carnatic, againſt the ſame powerful enemy, and 
that no preparation would be equal to that of a full 
treaſury ; till this was accompliſhed, he muſt con- 
fine all his ambition to the putting the Carnatic in- 
to a proper ſtate of defence, by keeping up the 
fortifications, and having his magazines well ſtored. 
The nabob could not ſtrengthen himſelf by any 
means ſo effectual, as the re-eſtabliſhing his finances. 
The directors took notice of the many diſadvanta- | 
ges the Carnatic laboured under, from the want of 
an uniform ſyſtem between the nabob and the com- 
pany, with reſpect to the military eſtabliſnment 
and operations, and they obſerved as the deſence of 
that country always reſts upon the company in caſe 
of an invaſion, ſo it is reaſonable and proper that 
the nabob ſhould ſubmit to be controuled by them, 
with reſpe& to the number and diſcipline of his 
troops. * . 350 1 
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The vaſt body of inſantry he kept up being no 
leſs that 29, oo men, beſides, 2000 cavalry and 
10, ooo ſeapoys, maintained by the company, and 
charged to his account, was a greater force than 
that which. is kept up in the three Bengal provin- 
ces, and vaſtly beyond what the defence of the 
Carnatic would require, or the revenue maintain; 
it could not be much ſhort of 60 lacks of -rupecs 
per annum, which added to his civil eſtabliſhment, 
and the intereſt of his vaſt debt, placed his affairs 
in a moſt ruinous light. c 


The preſidency infiſted on his concerting with 
them a proper plan, with reſpect both to his num- 
bers and the means of pay ing his military eſtabliſh - 
ment; that part of this plan muſt be the forming 
and paying a proper body of cavalry, under Eng- 
lith officers, who will be of real ſervice when occa- 

ſion requires. The preſident of Fort St. Geor 
urged to the nabob the neceſſity of providing for 
the payment of ten battalions of ſeapoys, for the 
expence of certain gatriſons, and alſo for paying 
ſomething towards the diſcharge of his ancient 
debt.. The nabob in reply, had repeatedly repre- 
ſented and urged the diſtreſſed. ſtate of the coun- 
try; the little expectation , he had of drawing aoy 
conſiderable revenues this year, and his inability to 
Pay any large ſum or provide tor the ten battalions 
of ſeapoys. At one of the meetings he went ſo far as 
to declare, that he would pay no ſeapoys; that he 
did not want them, that our garriſons, diſtteſſed 
him, and that on condition they ſhould be immedi- 
ately withdrawn, he would in eighteen months pay 
off his debt to the company, provided the country

remained in peace, 
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The company repreſented to the Nabob, tho? 
they would be exceedingly glad to fee him diſin- 
cumbered from his public as welk as private debts, 
yet as the company had undertaken the defence 
and protection of the Carnatic, it would be dan- 
gerous as well as cruel to diſcharge ten well dif- 


ciplined battalious; and they did not doubt but 


the Nabob, reflecting more coolly, how defenceleſs 
and expoſed he would have his poſſeſſions, would 


be induced to adopt the propoſal made him, add 


keep up troops, at leaſt till the company had 
come to a into on ſo important a ſubject. 
The Nabob, at laſt declared, that he would not 
conſent te ſubſiſt more than 7000 ſeapoys, till the 
company's pleaſure ſhould be known: the Nabob 


grew ſo intractable, that the preſident could ob- 


tain no anſwer to his letters, and he had the great- 
eſt dificulty to bring him to a verbal aſſent to the 
payment of the ſums agreed upon; he refuſed 
furniſhing hereafter ſheep and cattle for the Euro- 


peans, as che: had formerly done, becauſe the coun- 
try had been plundered and ruined from the 
Kiſtna to Cape Comorin: he alledged that the 


complaints of his and the company's officers 
againſt each other would be endleſs, without any 
apparent means of preventing them; and he. 
therefore deſired, that we would withdraw as 


many garrifons as we could in prudence, and give 


the ſtricteſt orders to the officers commanding in

- «Yet though we have little reaſon for fears 
from abroad, the internal ſtate of our provinces 
is matter of real concern, and, unleſs provided 
for by ſpeedy and effectual meafures, they muſt 
moujder into ruin of themſelves, without the in- 
tervention of any enemy ; a little atrention tothe 
nature of the riches of Bengal, and a compari- 
ſon of the various ſources of wealth or” diſtreſs in 
the former and preſent ſyſtems of government, will 
evince this beyond diſpute: though our provinces 
afford no gold, filver or precious ſtones, yet the 
vaſt variety and abundance of the produce of 
the lands, and the excellence of the manufactures 
of the inhabitants, leave them no great occafion 
for imported commodities; and, at the ſame 
time invite foreign merchants to purchaſe and ex- 
port theſe goods and manufactures from their 
ſuperior cheapneſs and quality. I have obſerv- 
ed, that the natives had occaſion for few foreign 
commodities, either for convenience or luxury, 
and conſequently a very ſmall proportion of their 
trade could be carried on by barter, and the 
reſt, only by giving ſpecie for goods: the extent 
alſo of this traffic was prodigious, and beſides 
the large ' inveſtments of the different European 
nations, the Bengal raw filks,” cloths, &c. at a 
vaſt amount, were diſperſed to the Welt and north 
inland, as fat as Guzerate, Cahore,” and even Iſpa- 
be r 
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ban; in proportion therefore to this diffuſion of 


commerce, the quantity of ſpecie in the country 
neceſſarily increaſed; the farmers and workmen 
were enabled to anſwer. the demands of govern- 
ment with eaſe, by che readineſs of their ſales ; 
and every extenſion of induſtry at home, or trade 
abroad, was a new opening to and advance of 
the general opulence ; from, this view then of 
the ſtate of trade heretofore in theſe provinces, 
and by ſetting the ſum of the charges of mer- 
chandize and other neceſſary diſburſements againſt 
the ſum of the imports, it will clearly follow, 
that the whole amount of the trade of the pro- 
vinces was a clear gain to them, by an exchange 
of their produce for bullion : how far the im- 
ports and exports balance each other, you have 

ample means of conviction in your own hands,

_ Here then we trace the grand and true foun- 
tain of the wealth of theſe ſoubahs, and the 
ſplendor of their nezims ; but befides this, there 
were alſo ſeveral collateral ſtreams which ſerved 
in their turns to feed and ſwell the principal one, 
The advantages accruing from fo beneficial a com- 
merce, enabled, as we have ſeen, the farmer and

the circulation, becauſe, as they form a large propor- 
tion of our neceſſary diſburſements, ſo Being now 

made out of the vinces, they muſt be a Enilar b 
deduction from their general ſpecle. It will hardly be 
aſſerted, that any country, however opulent, obuld 
long maintain itſelf; much leſs flouriſh, when it 
received no material ſupplies; and when a balance 
of above one third of its whole yearly value was 
yearly incurred. But befides this, there are other 
concomitant circumſtances which have contributed 
to diminiſh the riches of the country, and muſt, if 
not remedied, ſoon exhauſt them. I have obſerved, 
that one great advantage the country formerly 
reaped, was the diffuſion: of its revenues by large 
grants to different families, and by the expenfive 
luxury of its governots ; but how the whole amount 
of the lands is ſwallowed up in one , gulph, your 
treaſury, Nor does any part of it return into the 
circulation, except the ſum ifſued for our inveſt- 
ment and neceſſary expences; ſo that there enſues 
an annual loſs to the currency equal to the differ- 
ence between the aggtegate of the inveſtment and 
diſburſements, and the total of the revenues. This, 
if continued, muſt in time draw in all the ſpecie ; . - 
and the only, remedy for this evil is, either to in- 
creaſe your ihyeſtments, till, with your diſbutſe- 
ments, it Equals. your | revenues, or to import A 
quantity of ſpecie equal to the difference. The 
frft of theſe, if practicable, would leave you with- 
out a fund for emergency, by advancing the reve- 
nues to the aurungs as faſt as they were collected; 
the ſecond, I am afraid, is rather to be wiſhed by 
us, than to be attempted by you. ©

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I have thus, gentlemen, endeavoured to lay o- 
pen to you the true ſources of the ancient opulence 
of Bengal, and its preſent diſtreſs. Perhaps you 
have never been led to conſider them in this light; 
but I am perſuaded an impartial examination will 

evince the juſtice of my arguments ; ſhould they 
--. Nand the teſt, they cannot fail of being particu- 
larly uſeful at this juncture, as they will enable 
vou to apply à ſuitabie ſupport where the weak- 
nels is pointed out, and to anſwer the objections and 
clamours of your enemies. From hence alſo you 
will ſee how much the advantage of your late ac- 
quiſitions have been n beyond all bounds, 
and how far from impoſſible it was for the honoura- 
bla Eaſt India company to be diſtreſſed, though 
.newly become maſters of, the revenues of a country 
which ſtood rated at above three millions per ann, 
A ſuperficial or weak obſerver may eſtimate a coun- 


_ try, like an eftate, from its rent roll; but the man 


of experience and reflection, will eafily fee that its 
annual income muſt depend on the proportion of 
its produce which can be realized in ſpecie; that 
the intrinſic value of it muſt fluctuate, as the quan- 
tity of ſpecie, which is the meaſure of it, multi- 
1 or decreaſes in the kingdom where it is pla- 
ced. A | | 

In this point of view, and after what has been 
already ſaid, I need add no arguments to demon- 
ſtrate the reality of our preſent difficulties, and the 
certain proſpect of our future diſtreſs. . I have al- 
ready hinted my apprehenfions of your inability to 
increaſe your inveſtments of bullion, which arc 
even now looked upon with a jealous eye by the 
nation, but it is ſtill in your power to oblige others 
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to impott it, or leave you the maſters of the Bengal 
trade. Large ſums belonging to your former ſer- 
vants are. flill lying unremitted, and theſe muſt 
yearly increaſe, by the fruits of the ſucceſsful in- 
duſtry of your prefent ones. If you open your 
caſh upon equitable terms, for remittances for all 
ſums rendered, both national and private conſide- 
rations, will draw all thoſe into your channel, and 
cut off the grand refource and advantage of foreign 
nations---the rivalling you in your trade with your 
own money. I fay equitable terms, becauſe it can 
never be expected that any one will remit the pro- 
duce of ſo many years labours as ſo great a diſcount 
28 1-9th part of his principal below the par of ex- 
change at 28. 3d. per current rupee ; and on the 
contrary, had you even raiſed the rate to 2s. 4d. 
per current rupee, inſtead of finking it to us. I dare 
aver, the company as well as the nation, would have 
been confiderable gainers by the advance.

ther neceſſity, muſt now oblige us to curtail it to 
forty or forty-five lacks. I need draw no compa- 
riſon been the loſs of-one-ninth on the remittance, 
and the gain to you of 175 per cent. on ſuch an in- 
creaſe of import; neither need I ſuggeſt the diffe- 
rence it occaſions to the nation, company, and 
ow. to throw ſo large a ſum into the hands of 
natural enemies, or lukewarm allies, by a miſ- 
taken and injurious ceconomy, Do not however, 
gentlemen, conceive that your ſervants here are 
o anxious for remittances through your caſh from 
any private or intereſted views. The temittances

geous to them, becauſe they will always keep thei!

Aa ad this muſt continue till yours are on ſuch a foor-

From experience it is inconteſtibly evident, that 
whatever may be the diſburſements of the compa- 
ny; the foreign nations or private traders, yet ſo 
long as filver is exported from Bengal, and we re- 
ceive no adequate ſupplies by importation, we 
muſt expect that the want of currency will become 
ſtill more and: more univerſal. This is not a mat- 
ter of opinion only, but a judgment founded 
upon facts, the truth of which is ſelf-evident; and 
from thence it muſt Fay appear, that the argu- 
ments we have repeatedly urged. om this ſubject 
were founded on juſt principles; as for theſe three 
or four years paſt, the TAP. nations have ceaſed 
to import any confiderable ſums in bullion. They 
have purchaſed their inveſtment with the money 
ſupplied by our countrymen for bills on their re- 
ſpective companies, joined to the produce of their 
imports from Europe. And here we cannot help 
obſerving, that your abſolute prohibition againſt 
receiving money into our treaſury for bills of ex- 
change on England, has been one of the principal 
cauſes of the preſent ſcarcity of filver. But as upon 
a ſubject of this importance, not only to the 
preſent ſtate, but to the future welfare of your 
poſſeſſions, no opinion ſhould be advanced, which 
cannot be fully ſupported, we muſt beg leave to 
remark, that although the ſums of money exported -. 
from hence on your account have beea exceeding . 
br ts Ds e —— 4 SES, great 
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great, yet had treaſury been open at the uſual 
rate yh Fe Britiſh ſubject would have 
embarked his prope upon the precarious chance 
of a foreign retfittance, ' Neeeility only obliged 
them to ſeek far ſuch channels to realize their 2 
tunes. And had the forei gn nations been deprived 
of the immenſe ſums of private property, Which 
| they had received in India during the laſt four 
rs, 85 muſt either have imported bullion in- 
do Bengal, to purchaſe their inveſtments, or the 
whole trade of their provinces muſt have fallen 
into your hands. In either caſe, Co point would 
have been anſwered; for if the bullion" had been 
imported þ the foreign companies, the progreſs 
of that "bullion from the mints to your treaſu 
would have been ſperdy and certain, fince all bil.

rope, we have the mortification to find, that _

ſums have, been already diſburſed on the fortifiea- 
tions of Pondicherry, and that they are ſtill carry- 
ing on very capital works at an immenſe expence. 
That the French have - ſecretly. exported filver 
from hence to the Coaft, we have not a doubt; 
but had your treaſury been open, the French juſt 
then beginning to re- ſettle a, ruined colony, and 
that too under the diſadvantages of a ruined credit, 
would have found the utmoſt difficulty to have 
raiſed funds ſufficient for their inveſtments, and 
other ordinary expences, without ever attempting 
to conſtruct ſuch fortifications as may, in ſome fu- 
ture time, prove of the moſt material prejudice to 
your affairs, _ „ | 

Although your orders are fo poſitive for us to 
furniſh your China council with twenty-four lacks 
of rupees for the ſervice of the-year 1770, yet the 
ſtate of your treaſury will, at one view, convince 
you of our utter inability to give them any aſſiſt- 
ance whatſoever. We obſerve, that you have 
been pleaſed to export two hundred thouſand 
pounds in ſpecie to China, and have given per- 
miſſion to your China council to draw on you for 
a like ſum for the purpoſes of the inveſtment. The 
abſolute Beg of providing funds for -the pur- 
chaſe of your China cargoes, we preſume, could 
be your only inducement either for your exporta- 
tion of ſpecie, or your permiſſion to draw bills of

But here we cannot help remarking, that theſe 
very meaſures point out, in the ſtrongeſt manner, 
the unhappy effects of your reſtrictive orders to 
us; for it has been made apparent, that if we had

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have been 'ehabled very conſiderably to incrette 
your inveſtment from hence, or the Toreigh com- 

ies would have been obliged ib export bullios = 
the purchaſe of theirs,” and in this litter caſe, 
the ſupply of bullion brought into Bengal, would 
have relieved ouf apprehenfions from the ſcarcity 
of curtency, and might have impowered us to ſent 
& farther exportation of bullion to China ; of courſe, 
you would not have been under the neteffity either 
of ſending ipecie id China, or granting permiſſion 
for bills of exchange to be daun on you from 
We are hot without well-grounded apprehenf- 
ons that even the permiſſion Which you have grant- 
ed to your Ching council, to draw bills of exchange 
on you, will alſo contribute to increaſe the ſtarcity 
of ſilver in theſe provinces. A mode of remittance 
to Evrope, through your channel, is much pre- 
| ferred before thoſe of any foreign companies; and 
individuals will always endeavour to convey theit 
filver to that place, which preſents the faireſt prof- 
pet of realizing their fortunes. N 
That remittances might have been made from 
hence upon terms more advantageous to your in- 
tereſt; and leſs liable to diſtreſs your affairs at 
home, than from any other of your preſidencies or 
factories abroad, will be fully apparent when we 
aſſure you, that tenders of very confiderable ſums 
would have been made to us for to be paid in three 
equal 'payments, at one, two, and three years 
date, at two ſhillings and three-pence the current 
' rupee, with an intereff of four per cent. until the 
time of payment; but although we were conſcious 
that the meaſures, taken in all its ſeveral points of 
A VIEW, 
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view, would have been very much to your advan- 
| tage, yet. eur prohibition was ſo abſolute, that 
we declined all oyertures for remittances. * 
And here it is moſt fitting (but with the utmoſt 
deference to your ſuperior judgment) that we lay 
before you our opinion. on your prohibition of bills 
of exchange, drawn from this place on your trea- 
ſury at home; for whilſt you fix the rate of 
exchange ſo much below the par of foreign na- 
tions, even the ſmall ſum for which you admit 
drafts to be made, is not filled up, fo that, in fact, 
it amounts to a real prohibition. But, gentlemen, 
we would ſubmit it to your moſt mature conſidera- 
tion, in the ſituation which you now are, the ſu- 
pteme rulers of a rich and fertile kingdom, and 
the proſperity of that kingdom depending ſo much 
on the meaſures you are pleaſed to adopt, whether 
a trifling advantage to be obtained by remittance,  * 
is, or ought to be an object in competition with 
the proſperity of your territorial poſſeſſions, from 
whence you reap ſuch golden harveſts. We con- 
fider the tate of your affairs in theſe parts in a light 
widely different from the times when a more com- 
mercial intereſt was your only object; an extenſive 
and beneficial trade was then carried on by means 
of large exports of bullion from our mother coun- 
try ; but ſince you have acquired, ſuch valuable 
territorial — your trade from hence. may 
be conſidered more as the channel for conveying 
your revenues to Briton, than as only a mercantile 
ivſtem and as fo great a change has been effected 
in your conſtitution, that you may preſerve the 
great advantages you now enjoy, and perpetuate 
them to your Jateſt poſterity, we humbly appre- 
Vor.

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bend that the ſtate of your © provinces under our 
adminiſtration requires every aid you can poſſibly 
ive to encourage the merchant and manufacturer, 
ow it is clear; beyond all contradiction, that to 
enable you an to collect your revenyes in 
ſpecie, there muſt be annual importations of ſpecie 
into Bengal, as well to ſupply the currency for that 
ſpecie which is exported, as for what- is melted 
own for uſe, and what is ſecretly hoarded up by 
individuals, according to the invariable cuſtom of 
the Oy Lou yourſelves cannot entertain any 
thoughts of exporting ſilver into Bengal. Where then 
muſt we look for our ſupplies? If we expect the 
few lacks from the gulphs, it muſt be from the fo- 
reign companies — but can we flatter ourſelves 
with the hopes, that foreign companies will import 
bullion into Bengal, whilſt they can raiſe ſupplies 
in India from our country men, equal to their an- 
nual demands?

Inſtead of the ſeventy or eighty 
lacks, Which you ſuppoſe to be annually inveſted 


by the private trader, we give you the moſt poſi- 


tive aſſurances, that there has not been even twenty 
lacks advanced for inveſtment in this year, mere- 
ly for want of filver; and further, we muſt add, 


the preſſing repreſentations which are made from 
almoſt every aurung, that the manufacturer is un- 


employed, and that, unleſs advances are made, 
neceſſity will oblige him to quit the loom to. ſeek 


out another mode of obtaining a ſubſiſtance . and 
ſuch is the great ſtagnation of trade, and the ge- 


neral decay of credit, that the moſt opulent amongſt 


the native merchants or inhabitants of this prefi- 


dency, from the great ſcarcity of filver, find fo 
much difficulty in recovering money they had for-

As your ſervants, we have paid an implicit obe- 
dience to your poſitive injundtions on the ſubject of

we formerly expreſſed of a declining currency, can 
no longer be treated as ſpeculative, ſince we now 
feel in a great degree thoſe evils we long mw ap”

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_ prehended; when we reflect, that fo long as this 
| ſyſtem continues, every year, inſtead of a relief 
by importation, adds to the general calamity ; 
when we reflect that our natural enemies the French 
are graſping at every remittance, and thereby pro- 
fiting from our impolitic meaſures; and when we 
know that bills of exchange to the enormous amount 
of between five and fix hundred thouſand pounds 
ſterling, are to be granted by foreign companies 
to out countrymen in the courſe of this year, we 
cannot but exprels our apprehenſion of the conſe- 
quence of your prohibition ; and we make no doube 
but theſe our . repreſentations will be taken” into 
your moſt ſerious confideration. 

General Smith hath repreſented to us, in a letter 
entered in our confulation of the twenty-fifth inſt. 
that not having yet remitted any part of his for- 
tune through 4 caſh of a foreign nation, he de- 
fired to make a tender of three lacks of rupees to 
be remitted through your caſh, at the rate of two 
ſhillings and three-pence the current rupee; and 
to be paid in England at three ſtated periods, al- 
lowing a year between _ Period, and four Per 
cent intereſt. 

Your orders, regarding remittances, are fo pe. 
remptory, that we were indiſpenſably obliged to 
decline the offer. The general, out of a point of 
delicacy, declined giving any opinion upon a 
poſal that he himſelf had made; but at the ſamo 
time conſidering it his duty, as 2 member of the ad- 
miniſtration, to give his opinion on the ſubject of 
remittance in general, hath entered a minute ia 
the ae of that Gaye?

Our proſpects of the preſent year's inveſtment, fair 
as they were, would not admit us to hope we ſhould 
have it in our power to fulfil your wiſhes in this 
point. We therefore conceive it would be a-mea- 
fure you would approve, were we to purchaſe from 
private merchants ſuch goods as will anſwer for the 
Europe markets by intereſt notes. Added to this 
confideration, we had a further motive, which was,

Douglas, from the Eaſt India company, requeſting 
leave to bring in a bill, conformable to the regula- 
tions propoſed in the petition, which regulations 
being numerous, they were not read through, but 
ordered to lie on the table. ; 13 
On the 19th, the proceedings of the houſe were 
reſumed in regard to lord Clive; when general 
Burgoyne again expatiated largely upon the ex- 
ceſſes and extortions uſed by the commanders and 
others-entruſted with authority in Bengal. That 
7 5 and plunder had even exceeded the bounds 
f the cruelties of moſt ages, till at laſt, it pervaded 
the Britiſh name in every act in which it was con- 
cerned. He diſclaimed any partial, any limited 
cenſure againſt particular perſons ;. but that the bu- 
fineſs of his enquiry was firſt to ſtate the facts, and 
afterwards come to the concluſion to whom they 
might be applied. That the reſolutions which had 
paſſed the other evening had been found fault 
with, as being too comprehenſive and undefined 
that for his part he thought that che reſolutions had 
better be extenſive than not, as the houſe would 
then be at liberty to apply any parc of them to 
articular perſons or eircumſtances; that he laid 
it down as a fundamental principle and rule, that

That thoſe 
effects he obſerved, were now in the poſſeſſion of 
innocent men, but this muſt entirely reſt upon the 
future clemency of the houſe. He then called the 
attention of the houſe to the melancholy hiſtory 
of thoſe times in which the revolution took place. 
He defcribed the cauſe of each revolution, and 
the diftreſs that the nabobs of that country ſuf- 
fered from the unpardonable tranſactions of the 
"Britiſh commanders in India. He laid the chief 
ſtreſs upon the revolution of Meer Jafher in 1757, 
and that every other ſubſequent revolution had 
been juſtified upon the ſame principle and the ſame 
ground. He then read part of a treaty made 
with Surajah Dowlah, in order to prove' that the 
- commanders in chief had endeayoured to break 
through the treaty in every inſtance, particularly 
by the attack made on ' Chandanegore.-----The 
general afterwards proceeded to inform the houſe 
in what manner the conſent of the council was 
obtained for the violation of this treaty, and 
lincerely lamented the diftance of that country, 
with regard to the company's directions being re- 
ceived by their officers and diſobeyed. That the 
A | | deter- 
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determination of that council compoſed of lord 
_ Clive, major Kilpatrick, Mr. Drake, Mr. Watts, 
and another, operated by the moſt ſingle mino- 
rity, exercifing the authority of a majority. By 
the admirable dexterity of lord Clive, two were 
determined a majority in five. A mode of cal- 
culation hitherto unknown. He defired the houſe 
to. confider, that; if theſe *decifions were to take 
place, how eaſy it was for this nation to lie at the 
mercy of the whim, the caprice, or ambition of 
the prefident and council of Bengal, He obſerv- 
ed, that lord Clive had ſhewn talents of every kind 
in the cabinet as well as the field. He then in- 
formed the houſe of the different ſums of money 
each revolution coft ; and that whenever the com- 
mander in chief or council wanted a revolution, 
they ſoon diſcovered the neceſſity of one. They 
ſoon found it neceflary to reftore Meer Jaffier ; and 
though no proof can be immediately produced, 
that the ſums of money as bribes were propoſed 
and received before the revolution in his favour, 
yet upon the offer being made, they refuſed the 
| fame with theſe words, that, when you ſhall be 
thoroughly ſeated on the throne, we (hall then be 
willing to receive your favours.”----He then en- 
tered into the report that was made after the re- 
volution of Surajah Dowlah, that that which 
was tranſmitted to the directors at home was a 
piece of perfidious, cruel enquiry, not to be 
equalled by the inquiſition of Portugal. He 
obſerved, that the letter which contained the 
above, dated September 30, 1765, diſgraces one

_ He obſeryed, that many 1 talked much 
of ta king up acquiſitions of ſo long paſt as fixteen 
years; but, he apprehended no time, however diſ- 
tant, ſhould diſcourage an enquiry into robbery, 
no time too late to puniſh the oflender. He a 
ſerved, that it had been ſaid abroad, that the 
company had always been acquainted with the dif- 
ferent preſents receivedjby lord Clive, and that the 
. reſpeCtive ſums were known to them; that he, for 
his part, wiſhed to find it fo ; but, that the only traces 
which appeared to him were contained in a letter 
to them from lord Clive, acknowledging that he 
had made an ample fortune. He doubted not, 
however, but the various eminent ſervices pleaded 
by his lordſhip would be amply rewarded by a

generous nation. He then drew a contraſt between 
dhe different characters 5 Lawrence, Sir 


William Draper, colonel Monſon, as not having 
acquired to themſelves large fortunes by their emi- 
nent ſervices; and the preſent eſteemed opinion 
his lordſhip was in with the world, with regard to 
the immenſe acquiſitions which he had obtained 
for his own uſe. He then ſpoke much in favour 
of the impartial conduct of the ſelect committee, 
and that this buſineſs, in which the houſe was pro- 
ceeding in, was an act of national juſtice ; and he 
doubted not, but the whole world would ſee, that 
this houſe, however, vilified, and. abuſed without, 
had in it men whole principles were quit, and in 
whom particles of that vital fire, which ought to 
* 7 inſpire 
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inſpire every friend to his country, would ſtill be 
found, when the juſtice and diſcipline of the houſe 
demanded it. That he did not wiſh to plunder or 
take every thing from thoſe who had rendered 
eminent ſervices to their country, but, he wiſhed to 
leave them ſuch rewards as a generous nation ought 
to give. He told the houſe, that he ſuppoſed a 
bill for reſtitution from private eſtates, who have 
received money unwarrantably, would be the 
confequential reſult of the reſolutions, when paſſed; 
that this money he propoled to give to the Eaſt 
India company, in diſcharge of their debts. He 


obſeryed, that the rewards given by this intended 


bill would be the ſame as given at the time the 
ſervices were performed ; and it would be more 
for the honour of the man to poſſeſs a ſmall ſhare 
of that which he now has, when given as a re- 
ward by his country, than the immenſe wealth 
which he has unwarrantably acquired; and when 
reſtitution is once made, he thought that all odium 
ſhould ceaſe. He then proceeded to ſtate his mo- 
tion, relative to the receipt of ſixteen lacks of ru- 
ps and the 30,000l. per year jaghire by lord 

live. He read his motion, but did not make it, 
as Sir Richard Sutton got up, and objected to the 
mode in which the evidence upon the report had 
been extorted and forced from lord Clive, in an 
unuſal and improper manner. This created a long 
debate, or rather converſation, upon a point of or- 
der, whether the evidence which general Bur- 

oyne had moved to be read, ought to be admit- 
ted by the houſe as concluſive, the houſe having 
had an opportunity of hearing it viva voce.

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79 The ſolicitor general, Mr. Wedderburne, in 
Nuvour of lord Clive, argued, © That there were 
ſome, indeed many ſituations, wherein the receipt 
of preſents was jultifabie upon every principle of 
diſintereſted integrity.” - In this propoſition Mr. 
Wedderburne was doubleſs right; the only queſtion 
was, Whether the preſents received by for Clive 
were accepted under ſuch circumſtances as could 
render their receipt perfectly juſtifiable? Mr. 
Wedderburn aſſerted, that they were received un- 
der ſuch circuſtances; he therefore contended in 
favour of lord Clive, and largely expatiated upon 
the obligations the nation owed him. 

Mr. Wedderburne then ftarted the following 
objection: he ſaid, ** that for parliament to accuſe 
a man of any ſpecies of delinquency, upon the 
report made by a committee, was to accuſe him 
without competent evidence. He urged many 
. wege in favour of this poſition, and parti- 

cularly referred to the grounds upon which the 
ſelect and ſecret committees were inſtituted; 
* they were, he faid, to examine and enquire 
into the ftate of the Eaſt India company's affairs 
but behold they had ſtumbled upon certain delin- 
quencies committed by certain ſuppoſed delin- 
quents, whom they were now invidouſly propoſing

Lord Clive himſelf defended his own conduct 
with ſome degree of ſpirit; he ſaid, “that the 
party at the India houſe moſt forward in accuſing, 
had been the moſt forward in employing him on 
every affair wherein they now contended he had 
acted amiſs. He recapitulated the many great and 
try ing ſituations in which he had been placed, and

appealed to the feelings of every perſon in che

der to deceive Omichund : * the latter, {aid his 
lordſhip, has been called forgery, and taking it 
up on this grounds I have faid before, [in his exa- 
mination. before the ſele& committee] and Idefire 
the houſe to take notice I now ſay again, that, if 
the whole tranſaction was to be repeated, I would 
again act over what the gentlemen are pleaſed to 
term forgery or fiction; for ſo far, continued his 
lordſhip, am I from repenting the part I took in 
that revolution, that I glory in it, as an act every 
way conformable to my duty as a ſervant of that 
company, whoſe exiſtence was preſerved by the 
very means I am now about to be cenſured for 
adopting.” 

This debate laſted till eleven, and lord Clive's 
ſpeech met with the general approbation of the 
whole houſe, and many members expreſſed their 
concern at his lordſhip's diſagreeable ſituation, and 
their hearty abhorrence of the-unmerited acrimony 
with which he was treated. | | | 

It is very neceffary to obſerve on this occa- 
ſion, that the doubts reſpecting the admiſſion of 
the reports of the ſelect committee as competent 
evidence, whereon to ground any judicial pro- 
ceedings of parliament, fruſtrated the plan of 
General Burgoyne and his friends.
